Justified Its Existence. . . 


To return to this Institute. It 
was Sir Ellis Kadoorie and Mr. 
Ho Kom-tong who set the ball 
rolling with munificent donations. 
It was they who made the Helena 
May Institute a practical proposi- 
tion and with the generous assis- 
tance of many others, it rose into 
being and was opened in Septem- 
ber, 1916. It was intended as an 
instrument by which Lady May 
could carry on the great work of 
social service {in which she was 
engaged so - whole-heartedly, It

A Social Centre.
